CHILDREN’S SHOES 

Did you know that an average 
7 year old takes about 30,000 steps 
daily, which adds up to consider¬ 
able mileage — about ten miles a 
day or about 600 miles in eight 
weeks. Is it any wonder, then, that 
children’s shoes lose their new 
look so soon and always seem to 
be needing repair or replacement? 
Following are the questions most 
commonll asked by parents about 
quality n children’s shoes— 

Question: Some children’s shoes 
cost less than $2.00 a pair, others 
as much as $9.00. Since they look 
alike in color, material, construc¬ 
tion and style, why do prices vary 
so? 

For many reasons. First, there 
are the materials that go into the 
shoe. Components of a high-priced 
shoe will almost always be better 
in quality, hence more expensive. 
You can expect a leather upper, 
lor example, to be a better grade 
or more perfectly matched on a 
costlier shoe. The same may be 
true of other components, many of 
which are hidden. Materials used 
in the innersole, sock lining, lining, 
heels, soles, counter, shank and 
binding all greatly affect a shoe’s 
quality and price. ^ 

Also factors in cost are the wtTrk 
and time involved in making the 
shoes: the care taken in stitching 
or joining and finishing the various 
parts, the method used to attach 
the sole to the upper, and the 
thoroughness with which the shoes 
are inspected. A more expensive 
shoe usually repays your invest¬ 
ment many times in lasting looks 
and quality performance despite 
hard wear. 

Question: How can I tell if the 
children’s shoes I buy are well- 
made and of good quality? 

Whatever the price, make sure 
the shoes you buy are well- 


finished inside and out, with no 
•bulky seams or wrinkles. The 
innersole, a layer of leather or 
other material inside the shoe, 
should lie flat and fit the shoe 
perfectly. 

Check to see if the left and right 
shoes match precisely. A shoe 
should be firm but resilient under 
the arch. The shank, a hidden piece 
of steel or wood that extends under 
the arch, provides this type of 
support. Shanks are missing in 
some shoes. Also look for flexi¬ 
bility where the foot bends. To 
check this, bend the heel and toe 
toward each other. 

The sole may be leather, rubber 
or a man-’made material, but must 
be firmly attached to the upper, 
by stitching, cementing or molding. 
If cemented, no adhesive should 
be visible on sides of upper. 

The toe should bfe rounded, not 
pointed; the heel low, broad and 
cushioned to absorb shocks. 

Q u e s t i o n— “Hand-me-down" 
shoes were the rule in our house¬ 
hold when I was growing up. Now 
that I have three children of my 
own, I’ve continued buying the best 
shoes I could afford for our oldest 
child. As he outgrows them, I have 
the shoes repaired and put away 
until the next child is ready for 
them. Is it wise to do this? 

It is never a good idea to pass 
shoes from one child to another. 
During wear, each persn molds his 
shoes to his own particular feet. 
Hand-me-down shoes thus force the 
second child’s foot into a mold 
quite different from his own. It is 
best to buy new shoos for each 
child as he needs them and discard 
the old ones.

PUTTY AND VENEER 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
was frankly curious when he visit¬ 
ed Maidstone Jail and heard its 
famous Prisoner's Choir. He want¬ 
ed to know how many of the men 
had sung in church choirs in boy¬ 
hood. Later he addressed a group 
of teachers: “Believe it or not” he 
said, "Practically the whole lot of 
them had been choirboys. I can’t 
point any moral.” 

Looking a little closer, one can 
point a moral — namely, that 
singing in a choir dees not change 
a boy within. Church activity may 
or may not be accompanied with a 
change of heart. A choirboy (or 
girl) may grow up to use his voice 
in the service of the Lord, or he 
may sing in a prison chapel. It all 
depends on whether or not he has 
experienced the new birth through 
faith in Christ.

Veneer is poor 
wood covered with a thin sheet of 
better material. Putty is used by 
some to camouflage poor joints. 

All outward observances of re¬ 
ligion, if not accompanied by inner 
reality, are like the men of Ez¬ 
ekiel’s vision (Ez.

Some¬ 
one has suggested that a dictionary 
is a valley of dry bones.

And there it is. a decent, 
orderly thing, but dead. We say 
our prayers, but we do not pray!

at the Olds Agricultural a nd Voca¬ 
tional fkilTegefrom F'eb. yin 10 
12th inclusive. 

The purpose of the program is 
to centralize displays and provide 
on-the-spot information on the 
various types of equipment that 
are available for farm mechaniza¬ 
tion. Emphasis will be placed on 
new automatic equipment which 
can be used around the farmstead 
such as mechanical beef and dairy 
feeding set-ups, equipment for 
handling feed and manure in hqg 
and poultry houses, automatic 
water systems and equipment for 
handling liquid manure for fer¬ 
tilizer. There will also he ventilat¬ 
ing and special heating equipment 
for beef, swine, dairy and poultry 
housing. Farm implements will not 
be included in the display. 

The entire display will be housed 
under one roof. Facilities will also 
be provided for movies, slides and 
on-the-spot commentaries. 

Farm Mechanization Days are 
an expansion of last year’s pro¬ 
gram which emphasized hog pro¬ 
duction facilities. Keen interest 
among the_ large group attending 
last year’s display prompted the 
sponsors to promote a four-day 
program this year with automatic 
equipment for all classes of live¬ 
stock on display.

Alberta Liquor Laws 

The government of Alberta apparently thinks 
the good people of that province can’t have their 
minds contaminated by printed matter so long as 
those responsible for publishing it are not residents 
of Alberta. At least that is the conclusion one must 
draw from an order-in-council passed in Edmonton 
last week. 

For years there has been a law in Alberta against 
advertising alcoholic beverages in publications print¬ 
ed in that province, but this edict has never had any 
control over the flood of such advertising which pours 
into every Alberta home in countless publications 
which are printed elsewhere and sold in Alberta. 

Recently the publishers of the Financial Post of 
Toronto made an arrangement to have duplicate 
copies of the Financial Post printed at Calgary for 
distributions to subscribers in the western provinces. 
This was a happy arrangement which speeded up de¬ 
livery and reduced delivery costs but it met one 
stumbling block in the form of Alberta’s law against 
liquor advertising. The publishers of the Financial 
Post were evidently not willing to drop such adver¬ 
tising from the paper so the deal stood or fell on 
whether or not the law could be changed. 

It would be unfair to suggest that the govern¬ 
ment was in any way influenced by the fact that the 
Alberta company which wished to print the Financial 
Post has always been warm and friendly to the Man¬ 
ning government. In any case, the week’s order-in¬ 
council changed the law just enough so that the 
Financial Post with all its liquor advertising may be 
printed in Calgary and sold throughout the province. 

The chairman of the Liquor Control Board is 
quoted as saying that without the new regulation the 
Financial Post would have been penalized under the 
act. The key word here is “penalized.” 

The magazines and weekly and daily newspapers 
of Alberta continue to be penalized simply because 
they originate in Alberta instead of Toronto or some¬ 
place else. Any appraisal of this situation can only 
term it the rankest form of discrimination. 

It is strange that the laws of Alberta should so 
blatantly discriminate against the publishing enter¬ 
prises of that province while protecting ventures of 
outsiders invading Alberta to do business. 

There are times when the law is an ass.
